“And 
when you talk to these 
kids in job interviews, you 
realize some of them have 
been brainwashed.”

Centre of debate 

Province undecided on funding for $300M convention site

As the debate intensifies, 
the province has set a 
deadline on whether to 
fund a new convention 
centre for downtown Hali¬ 
fax. But that deadline 
could be worrisome for 
development advocates. 

Infrastructure Renewal 
Minister Bill Estabroolcs 
said Thursday he plans to 
bring the contentious is¬ 
sue of whether to support 
an estimated $300-million 
convention centre on Ar- 
gyle Street to his cabinet 
colleagues on April 19. 

The date falls weeks af¬ 
ter the provincial budget 


will be released. That 
would seem to imply 
there’s no convention cen¬ 
tre money set aside for 
2010-11, but Estabroolcs 
said that’s not necessarily 
the case. 

“You can’t take 
that as a given,” he 
said. “To be truthful, 

I’m not sure of the 
details of it, but 
we’re proceeding 
along as we make 
the final decision of 
whether this is go- Bill Estabrooks 
ing to be a go or 
not.” 

Estabrooks described the 
April 19 meeting as a “po¬ 
tential off-ramp” on 
whether or not to go for¬ 
ward with a new centre. 


He also said there is no 
guaranteed money from 
the federal government, 
which could put much 
more strain on a province 
already running a half-a- 
billion dollar deficit. 

Developer Joe 
Ramia is already un¬ 
derway demolishing 
the old Chronicle 
Herald and Midtown 
Tavern buildings to 
make room for the 
potential new trade 
centre. 

Those for and 
against the centre have in¬ 
creasingly divided into 
camps in recent days. 
Trade Centre Limited esti¬ 
mates Nova Scotia has lost 
70 conferences and $4 mil¬ 


lion in tax revenue over 
the last three years. One 
online petition to support 
a new centre has gained 
over 730 signatures in the 
last two weeks. 

Meanwhile, the Coali¬ 
tion to Save the View from 
Citadel Hill released data 
Thursday from a Universi¬ 
ty of Texas professor show¬ 
ing event attendance for 
conventions has been 
dropping. 

According to the coali¬ 
tion, Dr. Heywood 
Sanders’s research shows 
attendance dropped in the 
top 50 Canadian events by 
one-third between 1998 
and 2008, despite exhibit 
space growing by 11 per 
cent. 
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Justice Dept, 
set to urge 
arm's-length 
investigations 
of police 

commission Staff from the 
Nova Scotia Justice Depart¬ 
ment confirm they plan to 
introduce legislation this 
spring to create an arm’s- 
length commission to han¬ 
dle investigations of police 
agencies. 

There is no timetable yet 
for when the body would 
be in place to begin opera¬ 
tions, nor is it known who 
would sit on the board. But 
Thursday Premier Darrell 
Dexter told reporters the 
agency could be outsourced 
to other Atlantic provinces. 

Currently police rely on 
internal investigations or 
they can pass it off to 
another investigation. The 
tensions in that system 
came to light recently 
when the Nova Scotia 
RCMP claimed they 
couldn’t discipline one of 
their officers who shot a 
Wagmatcook man to death 
because a Halifax Regional 
Police investigation had 
taken too long. 

HRP rejected that claim, 
saying the RCMP could 
have launched its own 
review at any time. HRP 
spokeswoman Theresa 
Rath said Thursday the 
force very much supports 
an independent investiga¬ 
tion unit. 

“It places these types of 
investigations at arm’s 
length and provides a 
board that’s independent of 
police agencies,” she said. 

“We think it would really 
increase the public 
confidence in this process.”

Halifax Regional Police are 
investigating a “very

mock funeral for declining 
Atlantic Cod stocks outside 
the Sobeys on Queen 
Street in north-end Halifax 
on Thursday. 

Eight Greenpeace mem¬ 
bers clad in black followed 
a hearse into the parking 
lot around 11 a.m., and re¬ 
moved a coffin from the 
back. Inside the coffin, 
which was laid outside the 
store’s main entrance, was 
a rotting cod head. 

Within minutes, the 


protest moved off the 
property at the request of 
Sobeys employees. 

Greenpeace spokes¬ 
woman Sarah King, of Van¬ 
couver, said Sobeys has a 
responsibility to protect 
the species fhture. 

“Atlantic cod stocks have 
seen declines over the past 
decades and we continue 
to fish them to death,” 
King said. “As a Maritime 
company, (Sobeys has) an 
added responsibility to en¬ 
sure a future for the 
seafood that they sell... 
They should be stewards of 
the ocean, not fishing 
them to death.” 


King added Sobeys was 
not the only ones responsi¬ 
ble for the decline in 
stocks, but said they were 
the only retailer that re¬ 
fused to act on Greenpeace 
urgings to address the 
problem. 

“Everybody has a respon¬ 
sibility,” she said. “The De¬ 
partment of Fisheries and 
Oceans sets the quotas. 
They set it from pressure 
from the fisheries. And the 
fisheries are fishing it be¬ 
cause consumers and re¬ 
tailers want to sell it.” 

Representatives from 
Sobeys did not return calls 
on Thursday.

Minister orders stop 
to 'March madness’ 


NDP not following own directives: Opposition

The province is putting a 
halt to “March madness” 
spending by civil servants, 
says Finance Minister 
Graham Steele. 

A letter to senior bureau¬ 
crats dated March 4 from 
the treasury board directs 
them not to make any un¬ 
planned year-end spending. 

Steele said the letter was 
meant to defuse the idea 
that if departments don’t 
spend their entire budget it 
will be cut down the follow¬ 
ing year. He said he heard 
at almost every Back To Bal¬ 
ance meeting with the pub¬ 
lic they believe depart¬ 
ments go on a spending 
spree in March. 


“We do want to make 
sure civil servants get the 
message that the land of 
spending where you spend 
money for the sake of 
spending money will not be 
tolerated,” he said. 

Steele said the treasury 
board is keeping close 
watch and if frivolous 
spending is discovered it 
will be dealt with on an in¬ 
dividual basis. 

The Liberals were uncon¬ 
vinced the letter would be 
enough. 

Several tenders went out 
in recent days with dead¬ 
lines right before the March 
31 end of fiscal year. One 
tender for the first phase of 
Bluenose II restoration was 
posted March 18 and closes 
just four days later. 

Many tenders end in the 


two days before the fiscal 
year ends, including con¬ 
tracts for portable radios 
and to carpet and floor of¬ 
fice buildings 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil said the most egre¬ 
gious spending was the 
NDP topping up the Indus¬ 
trial Expansion Fund — an 
economic development pot 
controlled by cabinet — 
with $75 million at the be¬ 
ginning of this month. 

“If it didn’t come out of 
departments, he’s bor¬ 
rowed the money. And 
that’s end of the year 
spending,” McNeil said. 

“It’s pretty rich for Gra¬ 
ham Steele to be telling 
civil servants to live with¬ 
in their budgets when 
their own government’s 
not doing it.” 


Railway says it needs 5-year subsidy to survive 


cape breton A railway that 
serves Cape Breton has 
told the Nova Scotia gov¬ 
ernment it needs $2 mil¬ 
lion annually for the next 
five years to keep operat¬ 
ing. 

Percy Paris, the minister

Hockey coach killed 
in Brookfield crash

A Cumberland County 
hockey coach has been 
identified as the victim of 
Thursday morning's fatal 
car crash in Brookfield. 

While police didn’t re¬ 
lease the name on Thurs¬ 
day, sources have identi¬ 
fied the man as Mike St. 
Peter, a hockey coach with 
the Parrsboro Predators 
peewee hockey team, who 
lived in the Maccan area. 

“They were on their way 
to Halifax for a hockey 
tournament,” Colchester 
County RCMP Sgt. A1 Af¬ 
fleck said. 

Kevin McCrindle, who 
coached with St. Peter, said 
the team knew something 
was wrong when neither 
he nor his son showed up 
for the start of the game in 
Cole Harbour. 

“We were on the ice 
when one of the parents 
came over to the bench 
and told us about it. One of 
the parents got a call from 


one of the people in our as¬ 
sociation who heard about 
it,” McCrindle said. 

“Some of the players 
were trying to get a hold of 
him before the game. They 
were texting his son but 
they couldn’t get a hold of 
him,” said McCrindle, 
adding St. Peter loved 
coaching and was highly 
thought of by the players. 

St. Peter, 49, was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene 
following a single-vehicle 
crash at 7:34 a.m. on High¬ 
way 102 between the 
Brookfield and the Truro 
Power Centre exits. The 
car hit the shoulder of the 
road and rolled over three 
times before coming to 
rest in the southbound 
lane. 


St. Peter’s wife, who was 
driving the car, and his 12- 
year-old son were taken to 
Colchester Regional Hospi¬ 
tal treated and released be¬ 
fore noon.

HRP report into shooting 
death baffles band lawyer 


The lawyer for the 
Wagmatcook First Nation 
says a Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice report that cleared an 
RCMP officer of any crimi¬ 
nal wrongdoing in a fatal 
shooting failed to make 
logical conclusions based 
on the facts it uncovered.

was told to “stay put” and 
wait for an emergency-re¬ 
sponse team to arrive 
from Halifax. 

Frenette instead en¬ 
tered Simon’s house and 
ended up shooting the al¬ 
legedly suicidal and intox¬ 
icated man three times, 
though HRP concluded he 


did so in self-defence. 

Richard said he can’t 
understand why the HRP 
report doesn’t emphasize 
Frenette’s failure to fol¬ 
low the original plan. 

“What the report ig¬ 
nores is there was a prop¬ 
er coherent operational 
plan in place that evening 
which, if followed, would 
have likely resulted in a 
resolution of the circum¬ 
stances that didn’t involve 
shooting an emotionally 
distraught man three 
times and killing him,” 
Richard said in his report. 

Richard said he was con¬ 
fused by a conclusion in 
the report that says 


Frenette was not given 
“concise directions and/or 
a plan ... to successfully 
resolve a critical inci¬ 
dent.” 

“This is a frankly baf¬ 
fling statement,” Richard 
said. “Staff Sgt. (Archie) 
Thompson gave notably 
concise directions and a 
plan at the outset of the 
incident: ‘Sit tight, ERT 
was on the way.’” 

Richard said it’s ques¬ 
tionable Frenette was 
within his rights to climb 
through the window of Si¬ 
mon’s house and confront 
the 44-year-old man.

U.S.-backed bid to ban trade 
in bear parts is thrown out 


Canadian Inuit got some 
help from an unlikely 
corner Thursday when the 
European Union rejected 
a motion to ban the inter¬ 
national trade of polar 
bear parts. 

The result assured the de¬ 
feat of the U.S.-backed pro¬ 
posal. 

“I think that's great,” said 
Chucky Gruben, a polar 
bear hunter from Tuktoyalc- 
tuk, N.W.T. 

“I'm glad to hear this was 
defeated.” 

The EU has angered the 
Inuit in the past over issues 
such as the seal hunt. 

But on Thursday it was 
the union’s 27 member 
states voting in a block at 
the 175-nation Convention 
on International Trade in 
Endangered Species that 
prevented polar bear skins 
from being put in the same 
category as elephant ivory. 

“It's basically the EU that 
stood in the way,” said Tere¬ 
sa Telesky of Humane Socie¬ 
ty International, who is at 
the meeting in Doha, Qatar.

Shooting 
may have 
Mafia link:

A deadly daytime shooting 
that paralyzed Old Montre¬ 
al was possibly linked to a 
violent feud involving 
Canada’s most prominent 
Mafia family, police 
sources said Thursday. 

Two men were shot dead 
and two others injured in a 
hail of gunfire that prompt¬ 
ed a police shutdown of the 
historic streets near the 
Notre-Dame Basilica.

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Proposed tuna ban defeated 
at UN wildlife trade meeting

A U.S.-backed proposal to 
ban the export of Atlantic 
bluefin tuna prized in 
sushi was rejected Thurs¬

They joined the proposal’s 
sponsor Monaco in arguing 
that extreme measures 
were necessaiy because 
the stocks have fallen by 
75 per cent due to wide¬ 
spread overfishing.

Dubai resort frees whale shark

has freed a whale shark 
whose captivity had been 
criticized by environmen¬ 
talists. 

The Atlantis hotel on the 
city-state’s Palm Jumeirah 
island said it released the 
four-metre female shark 
into the Persian Gulf, but 
did not provide documen¬ 
tation. 

Whale sharks, the 
largest fish in the world, 
are considered a threat¬ 
ened species. 

Atlantis vice-president 
Steve Kaiser said in a writ¬ 
ten response to questions 
the animal has been fitted 
with a satellite tracking 
tag to record its position 
for research purposes. 

He said the shark was in 
good health when it was 
released Thursday morn¬ 
ing off the east side of the 
palm-shaped island, one of 
several artificial islands off 
the city-state’s coast. Out¬ 


siders were not invited for 
the safety of the shark, he 
said. 

“The health and well be¬ 
ing of the animal has al¬ 
ways been our number 1 
priority,” Kaiser said in re¬ 
sponse to questions from 
The Associated Press about 
the release. “The seasonal 
elements affecting water 
temperature, salinity and 
migratory patterns were 
perfect for enhancing her 
survival in the open 
ocean.” 

Employees outside the 
hotel’s massive aquarium, 
which contains 65,000 
fish, stingrays and other 
sea creatures, said they 
had been instructed not to 
speak to the media about 
the shark. 


The hotel is run by Ba¬ 
hamas-based Kerzner In¬ 
ternational in partnership 
with a division of Dubai’s 
struggling state-run con¬ 
glomerate Dubai World. 

Environmentalists began 
calling for the shark’s re¬ 
lease shortly after the ho¬ 
tel announced it had res¬ 
cued it from the shallow 
waters off Dubai’s coast in 
2008. 

The huge fish also 
brought the luxury ma¬ 
rine-themed hotel’s centre¬ 
piece aquarium consider¬ 
able publicity. 

A hotel gift shop contin¬ 
ued to sell Atlantis-brand¬ 
ed toy models of the whale 
shark late Thursday after¬ 
noon.

Russian-built plant to start up 


Iran Prime Minister 
Vladimir Putin said Thurs¬ 
day that Iran’s new Russ¬ 
ian-built nuclear power 
plant will begin operating 
this summer, even as the 
United States called for 
Russia to delay the startup. 

U.S. Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton, in 
Moscow on an official trip, 
urged Russia not to start 
up the plant until Tehran 


proves that it’s not devel¬ 
oping atomic weapons. 

But Russian Foreign Min¬ 
ister Sergey Lavrov, at a 
joint news conference with 
Clinton, immediately re¬ 
sponded that Russia would 
put the reactor online. 

Putin, who is expected to 
meet with Clinton Friday, 
was on a trip to southern 
Russia when he said 
Moscow was committed to 


starting operations at the 
Iranian atomic power 
plant. 

“The first reactor at 
Iran’s nuclear power plant 
in Bushehr is to be 
launched already in the 
summer,” Putin said. 

He didn’t mention an ex¬ 
act startup date or add any 
other details during his 
meeting with nuclear offi¬ 
cials.

Huffing and puffing about nothing

I couldn’t help thinking 
that as I read Halifax 
Metro’s account this week 
of Duffy’s inane, ill-tem¬ 
pered and spectacularly 


ill-informed rant about 
the King’s College Journal¬ 
ism School to 60 Cumber¬ 
land County Conserva¬ 
tives. Full disclosure: I 
teach at King’s. 

“Kids who go to King’s, 
or the other (journalism) 
schools across the coun¬ 
try, are taught from two 
main texts,” Duffy huffed. 
Those texts are Noam 
Chomsky’s Manufactur¬ 
ing Consent and some 
other unnamed tome on 
the “theory of critical 
thinking,” which, to 
Duffy, appears to mean 
subversive. 

“When you put critical 
thinking together with 


Noam Chomsky,” Duffy 
puffed, “what you’ve got 
is a group of people who 
are taught from the 
ages of 18, 19 and 
20, that what we 
stand for, private 
enterprise ... is 
bad.”

Geri and Peter Crawshaw 
thought they had picked 
out a great retirement 
home in Orillia, Ont., for 
Peter’s aging mom Betty — 
until a fire broke out last 
year and she suffered ma¬ 
jor smoke inhalation. Four 
other residents died. 

What they learned too 
late was, the home wasn’t 
equipped with sprinklers 
— a device firefighters say 
is key to controlling not 
just flames, but smoke. 
Smoke is what kills most 
people in a fire. 

“I never gave it a 


thought. I never looked 
up,” said Geri Crawshaw. 
And who would? 

But in a national survey 
of older nursing homes 
and retirement homes, 
CBC Marketplace discov¬ 
ered a patchwork of regu¬ 
lations when it comes to 
sprinklers in older homes, 
leaving tens of thousands 
of seniors with no protec¬ 
tion. 

In Ontario, three deadly 
fires have led to three coro¬ 
ner’s inquests, all calling 
for sprinklers to be in¬ 
stalled retroactively in 
long-term care homes. 
Three times, those calls 
have been ignored by the 
Ontario government. New¬ 
ly built homes must have 
sprinklers, but not older 
ones. 

But sprinklers are just 
one thing to look for if 
you’re considering putting 


a loved one in a long-term 
care home. We’ve put to¬ 
gether some tips to help 
you navigate the waters. 

Visit in person. Be sure 
to visit the home and talk 
to people who live there, 
or who have family in the 
home. Do more than one 
tour and show up unan¬ 
nounced. Ask to see differ¬ 
ent floors in a home, in¬ 
cluding any locked areas. 
And visit at different times 
of day, including during 
meals, and at night. 

Check compliance re¬ 
ports. Your province may 
have reports online for 
long-term care homes that 
will tell you about poten¬ 
tial problems. 

Ask about staffing lev¬ 
els. What’s the staff-to- 
resident ratio? Does it 
change at night? Ask to see 
what the fire evacuation 
plan is overnight. 


Talk to people. If the 

home has a family council, 
talk to the people who sit 
on the board. 

Look up. If the home 
doesn’t have sprinklers, 
ask why not and whether 
they might be installed 
soon. Ontario fire chiefs — 
and their counterparts in 
other provinces — have 
been calling for older 
homes to be retroactively 
fitted for sprinklers for 
years. Ask your elected 
politicians why that hasn’t 
happened.

The year ended with a 
10.5 per cent increase in 
December compared with 
2008, the only month that 
saw a year-over-year in¬ 
crease.

Investment in the sector 
contracted by 26.4 per cent 
last year, causing capital 
costs to decline at a similar 
rate, the Conference Board 
said. 

Many of those delayed oil- 
sands projects have since 
been put on

burner. In¬ 
creased pro¬ 
duction from 
those proj¬ 
ects, along 
with stronger 
crude oil 
prices, has 
led the Con¬ 
ference Board 
to predict oil 
industiy prof¬ 
its of $8.1 billion this year. 

That’s two-thirds higher 
than the $4.9 billion the in¬ 
dustiy eked out last year, 
but still half what it raked 
in at the height of the boom 
in 2008.

The outcome of Sun¬ 
day’s clash at the Metro 
Centre could determine 
whether the Rainmen are 
the contender they looked 
like a month ago or a pre¬ 
tender at risk of being sur¬

“We want to come out 
there and get a big victory 
on them and let them 
know that if we see you in 
the playoffs, we can get 
y’all,” said Rainmen for¬ 
ward John Strickland.

-here is a small, flat 

island 12 kilometres 
off the coast of Cape 
Town with an in¬ 
credible soccer history. 

Here the prisoners of 
South Africa’s apartheid 
regime, including Nelson 
Mandela, broke rocks in a 
quarry as punishment for 
opposing racial segrega¬ 
tion. 

At Robben Island, the 


country’s white minority 
went about the business of 
degrading leaders of the 
African National Congress, 
who they considered to be 
terrorists. 

“They attempted to de¬ 
humanize us from the 
start,” Dr. Sediclc Isaacs 
said as he walked slowly 
across the overgrown play¬ 
ing fields still baking in 
the hot sun and surround¬ 
ed by razor wire. 

“Once we got over here 
the guards began to as¬ 
sault us and told us we 
would never see home 
again.” 

Isaacs served time at 
Robben Island from 1964 
to 1977. He and other pris¬ 
oners subsisted on meagre 


rations of porridge. They 
were regularly beaten and 
verbally abused by the 
guards. 

But in the paltry library, 
they found a FIFA rule 
book and devised a plan to 
play soccer in an organ¬ 
ized fashion; partly as re¬ 
sistance, but mostly to en¬ 
dure. 

The result was the 
Malcana Football Associa¬ 
tion, which required every 
prisoner to take part as ei¬ 
ther a player or an official. 
The International Red 
Cross was an ally in pres¬ 
suring Robben Island war¬ 
dens to allow the men 
time for exercise. 

The prisoners responded 
by grading their own fields 


and forming a three-divi¬ 
sion league, replicating 
the structure of interna¬ 
tional soccer at the high¬ 
est level. 

“Soccer was our sur¬ 
vival,” said Isaacs. “It was a 
moment of joy we antici¬ 
pated. Once the games 
were over we would relive 
them for the next few 
days, and by that time we 
could look forward to play¬ 
ing again the following 
Saturday.” 

Sediclc Isaacs still gets 
flashbacks when he re¬ 
turns to Robben Island. He 
lost much of his spirit 
here, along with his youth. 
But he has strong feelings 
about soccer and the com¬ 
mon ground he cultivated 


with his fellow detainees. 

Today, Robben Island is 
a UNESCO World Heritage 
Site. Tens of thousands are 
expected to visit during 
this summer’s FIFA World 
Cup. 

While the most high- 
profile soccer ever played 
on African soil will unfold 
at stadiums like Green 
Point in Cape Town, per¬ 
haps the most significant 
games took place on this 
barren island just off¬ 
shore.

The Bounty Hunter begins 
with Jennifer Aniston 
breaking free from the 
trunk of Gerard Butler's car.

In this largely unfunny 
hybrid of a romantic-come- 
dy/action flick, Butler plays 
Milo, an ex-cop turned 
bounty hunter who gets the 
call to track down his jour¬ 
nalist ex-wife (Aniston) 
when she ditches out on a 
court appearance. 

Thinking it will be easy 
money (he knows where 
she lives after all), Milo

Yes, it’s as cooked up as a 
date movie can get but it 
wouldn’t suffer as much 
had the script at least deliv¬ 
ered a few zingers. It 


doesn’t. 

Then again. Director 
Andy Tennant (Fool’s Gold) 
isn’t exactly known for a 
subtle touch. 

Even so, trying to force a 
marriage of car chases and 
romantic-comedy may be 
the most questionable de¬ 
vice. 

After all, here it only en¬ 
sures to divorce the audi¬ 


ence from investing in 
whatever mysterious affec¬ 
tion these characters might 
feel for each other. It cer¬ 
tainly isn’t revealed 
through charming dialogue. 

In fact, even Butler and 
Aniston appear to realize 
this concoction isn’t going 
anywhere and it strains 
their questionable on¬ 
screen chemistry. 

Moreover, the absence of 
comedy is only heightened 
by a seemingly endless mix 
of music whose distracting 
placement could possibly 
be mistaken as the sound¬ 
track to an entirely differ¬ 
ent movie.

14-month schedule. “You 
have like fifty scenes out 
there at once that are in var¬ 
ious stages of being pro¬ 
duced so it’s a marathon,” 
added Sanders. 

“You’ve got to keep your 
energy up so that’s another 
reason to partner with 
somebody — there’s just so 
much to do.” 

Finally, hire a great cast 
that includes Baruchel and 
Gerard Butler.

Stiller just happy to work with director in Greenberg

Ben Stiller had little 
trouble relating to his char¬ 
acter in Greenberg — Noah 
Baumbach’s new film 
about a misanthropic 
failed musician adrift in Los 
Angeles after a nervous 
breakdown — but he 
insists that’s just because 
of a monumental birthday. 

“I think a lot of people 
could identify with what 
he’s going through,” Stiller 
explains, tying Greenberg’s 
neuroses to turning 40. 
“For me it was a big birth¬ 
day — it’s already a while 
ago. It’s a point in your life 
when you go, ‘Wow, I guess 
I don’t have more ahead of 
me than I have behind 
me.’” 

Heavy stuff for a film 
that’s ostensibly a comedy, 
but it’s the warped world¬ 


view of the character that 
interested Stiller. 

“It’s a classic midlife situ¬ 
ation, but it can be very 
hard for somebody who 
hasn’t gotten to a place 
where they wanted to be,” 
he says. “I think you’d be a 
little callous or have a _ 
pretty big sense of 
yourself to think 
that anybody’s A 
immune from 
that.” 

Midlife crisis 
talk aside. Stiller 
was mostly just 
happy to get 
chance with writer-di¬ 
rector Baumbach. 

“I’m a very big fan of his,” 
he says. “I would’ve done 
probably any role he sent 
me. Movies like that don’t 
come around that often.” 

Certainly 44-year-old 
Stiller, with a thriving ca¬ 
reer as an actor, a writer 
and a director, doesn’t have

to worry about relating to 
his character’s lack of suc¬ 
cess. Everyone has goals. 
Stiller says, but it’s impor¬ 
tant to not bog yourself 
down with them. 

“I don’t think you can do 
that to yourself and be a 
happy person. I think 
you just have to 
have a sense of 
k where you’re 
at,” he says. “To 
me, the biggest 
thing that I’m 
trying to get to 
is just to be OK in 
the moment, just 
be OK where I am 
right now. Because that’s 
the only place that I’ve ever 
found true happiness. Any¬ 
thing that’s result-oriented 
never ends up being that 
fulfilling because it’s not in 
the moment. That’s the les¬ 
son that I keep on getting 
taught and trying to learn.” 

Another way Stiller’s 


been finding happiness 
lately is through his charity 
work, recently becoming 
one of the most vocal sup¬ 
porters of relief in Haiti. 

But with the earthquake 
that devastated the country 
fading from public memo¬ 
ry, Stiller says he and his or¬ 
ganization are working 
even harder to keep aware¬ 
ness up. “It is hard because 
it’s a long-term rebuilding 
process, and there’s never 
been anything like this. And 
I think people, you know, 
through just natural human 
inclination, have to detach 
at a certain point,” he says. 
“Our job is just to keep the 
attention there. And I think 
that will be in increments, 
like in six months saying, 
‘Hey, we’re building this 
bunch of schools here,’ or in 
a year we’re going to do this 
fundraiser, because it is hard 
to keep people’s attention 
on it.”

It’s difficult to watch 
Roman Polanski’s grippy 
and enjoyable new 
thriller, The Ghost Writer, 
without being reminded 
of current events 
involving both the direc¬ 
tor and former British 
Prime Minister Tony Blair, 
on whom the film’s Adam 
Lang (Pierce Brosnan) is 
obviously — if not explic¬ 
itly — based. 

It doesn’t help matters 
that both Polanski and 
Blair have faced very high- 
profile legal challenges 
leading up to the film’s re¬ 
lease. 

But even without the re¬ 
al-world signifiers, the film 


is a satisfying, stylish ride, 
showing once again that, 
legal and personal issues 
notwithstanding, Polanski 
is still a great filmmaker. 

Of course, much of that 
is to do with author 
Robert Harris, who adapt¬ 
ed the screenplay from his 
own novel, and stars Bros¬ 
nan and Olivia Williams, 
turning in career-high per¬ 
formance as the embat¬ 
tled former PM and his 
wife under siege at a pub¬ 


lisher’s vacation home in 
New England while pro¬ 
testers chant outside the 
gates and charges from 
the International Criminal 
Court loom. 

Into this mix is thrown 
Ewan McGregor as an un¬ 
named ghost writer 
brought in to spruce up 
Lang’s memoirs after the 
previous ghost writer’s ap¬ 
parent suicide. McGregor’s 
character is in over his 
head from the get-go, pro¬ 


viding the Scottish actor’s 
brow plenty of exercise. 

The only real drawbacks 
to the film are the often 
garish digital effects — 
used by necessity since 
Polanski couldn’t actually 
go on location to the U.S. 
or England. 

It can be distracting 
when a great performance 
is given before a clearly 
green-screened bay win¬ 
dow overlooking the At¬ 
lantic.

With nostalgia for the '90s 
in full swing, it makes 
sense for a band as 
beloved as Thrush Hermit 
to reunite. Many felt the 
seminal East Coast indie 
band called it quits far too 
early in the midst of a cre¬ 
ative peak in 1999 , follow¬ 
ing the release of their sec¬ 
ond album, Clayton Park. 

The whirlwind reunion 
mini-tour (shows in Monc¬ 
ton, Halifax, Waterloo, Pe¬ 
terborough, Ottawa and 
Toronto) is a “sort of cele¬ 
bratory jaunt” to loosely 
coincide with the anniver¬ 
sary of their demise, ex¬ 
plains vocalist/guitarist 
Rob Benvie. “The idea had 
been kicking around in a 
half-assed kind of way for 
a while. 

“Last summer I spent 
some time in India and 
while there suffered a 
bout of deep nostalgia, 
part of which involved lis¬ 
tening to the old records 
and thinking wistfully of 
years past. I hit up the 
guys on the idea and we 
all agreed the time was 
right.” 


Their nine sold-out 
shows confirm that 
Thrush Hermit fans feel 
the same. Benvie says 
they “originally intended 
on only doing two or 
three shows. However, 
once the word got out, of¬ 
fers rolled in and we ex¬ 
panded the project.” 

The members hitting 
the stage will be the most 
familiar lineup: Benvie, 
Joel Plaslcett, Ian McGetti- 
gan and Cliff Gibb. Fully 
aware of the expectations 
that come with reforming 
after a decade, Benvie 
says, “We’re a bit older, 
but not that old. And 
we’ve all kept actively 
rocking in other forums 
since, so cascading back 
into the classic Hermit 
paradigm shouldn’t be 
too tough. We intend on 
making it just as mighty, 
if not mightier, than we 
were in our prime.” 

In order to do it right, 
the band will have new 
merch on hand including 


“attractive new shirts” 
and a seven-disc set com¬ 
piling their complete 
discography for sale. Con¬ 
taining six CDs and a DVD 
with a 1999 doc and un¬ 
seen footage, Benvie con¬ 
siders it “the ultimate re¬ 
ward for those that still 
pledge allegiance to the 
Hermit.” 

As for what happens af¬ 
ter they close their last set 
at an all-ages gig on 
March 28 in Toronto, Ben¬ 
vie is unequivocal. As far 
as anything new, the band 
has “no desire to get that 
machinery rolling again. I 
think we’re pretty aware 
that this tour is all about 
fun and celebrating happy 
memories — for us, as 
well as those that come 
out.”

“Alex was an amazingly 
talented person, not just as 


a musician and vocal¬ 
ist and a songwriter, 
but he was intelligent 
and well read and in¬ 
terested in a wide 
number of music gen¬ 
res,” said Fry, owner 
of Ardent Studios. 

Chilton’s short run 
with Big Star brought 
less mainstream success but 
made him a cult hero to 
other rock musicians.

Sweden’s Battle of the Blades wants Sundin 


The stage is set for retired 
Toronto Maple Leafs star 
Mats Sundin to join Battle 
of the Blades. Now it’s just a 
matter of convincing the 
longtime NHLer to take 
part. 

The show’s executive pro¬ 
ducer John Brunton says the 
massively popular CBC-TV

Usher has long-term plans for Bieber 


Millions of Justin Bieber’s 
teenaged admirers would 
claim to be the 16-year- 
old’s biggest fan. 

But they might have 
some competition from 
R&B star Usher.

Future of MGM Inc. is up in the air

In Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer 
Inc.’s newest movie, Hot 
Tub Time Machine, a main 
character looks around a 
leg-warmer-dotted ski 
slope and asks “Is there 
some kind of retro thing 
going on this weekend?” 

There certainly is at the 
studio. MGM is dialing back 
to its past as it prepares to 
be sold yet again and is 
stressing the value of its 
film archive as a major as¬ 
set. 

Six companies made non¬ 
binding bids in January for 
MGM, which owns the 


rights to 4,100 movies and 
TV shows and has a stake in 
future James Bond and The 
Hobbit films. Now MGM is 
preparing to receive bind¬ 
ing acquisition offers Fri¬ 
day. 

It is unclear how many 
suitors are still in the run¬ 
ning, but Time Warner Inc., 
Canadian-American Lions 
Gate Entertainment Corp. 
and billionaire Len Blavat¬ 
nik’s Access Industries are 
expected to make bids. 

None are expected to be 
more than $2 billion US. 
That would be bitter for 


about 140 lenders that fi¬ 
nanced the purchase of 
MGM for $5 billion in 2005 
and now essentially control 
the company. Equity hold¬ 
ers in MGM, such as Sony 
Corp. and Comcast Corp., 
have already written off 
their investments. 

If the bids are too low, 
then the lenders could con¬ 


sider the process a “busted 
auction” and try to get a 
better return from sending 
MGM to bankruptcy court. 

Spokesmen for Time 
Warner and Access Indus¬ 
tries declined to comment. 
Michael Bums, Lions Gate’s 
vice chairman, said in an in¬ 
terview last week that his 
niche movie studio was in¬ 


terested in MGM, but not at 
any price. 

“We’re not giant fans of 
betting the ranch on any¬ 
thing,” he said. “We are not 
known to pay retail.” 

MGM, known for its roar¬ 
ing lion and classics such as 
The Wizard of Oz, has been 
sold several times since its 
founding in 1924. The latest 
sale came at the height of a 
Hollywood bubble, when 
Sony, Comcast and several 
private equity firms took on 
$3.7 billion in debt and a 
$250 million credit line 
with JPMorgan Chase&Co. 


to take MGM from a group 
that included billionaire 
Kirk Kerlcorian. 

The buyers believed that 
MGM’s library of movies 
and TV shows would throw 
off enough cash to help pay 
down debts. Future projects 
looked promising, includ¬ 
ing sequels to the James 
Bond and the Pink Panther 
franchises. 

But with the decline of 
the DVD market, and a lack 
of regular hits, MGM’s li¬ 
brary is worth far less now, 
and cash flow has been in¬ 
adequate.

Bad boys return to small screen

It all began when Walter 
White, a nebbishy high 
school chemistry teacher 
in Albuquerque, N.M., 
learned he had terminal 
cancer, then hit on a way 
to make money to leave 
his family when he was 
gone: Cook and sell crystal 
methamphetamine. 

That was the stepping-off 
point for Breaking Bad, one 
of TV’s most unlikely mas¬ 
terpieces, which kicks off 
its third season Sunday on 
AMC (10 p.m. EDT). 

The Peabody Award-win¬ 
ning series stars Bryan 
Cranston as Walt, whose 
medical condition seems 
stabilized. He has stashed 
away bundles of cash from 
his crystal meth sales. But 
he has also rocked his fam¬ 
ily with his behaviour and 
put himself in the cross 
hairs of a drug cartel that 
wants him dead. 

Meanwhile, Jesse Pinlc- 
man, his troublesome part¬ 
ner, is grieving. A former 
washout from Walt’s 
chemistry class who 
helped him gain entry to 


the world of pushing drugs 
(while using them him¬ 
self), Jesse is in rehab now. 
He is mourning the death 
of Jane, his first true love, 
from the heroin overdose 
he blames himself for. 

He is also mourning his 
imagined role in a midair 
collision of two jetliners 
over Albuquerque at the 
end of last season. 

Jesse starts the new sea¬ 
son with a claim that he’s 
“done using,” and, by all 
indications, he’s done part¬ 
nering with Walt. But 
there’s more to be done. 

“This is such a show 
about change,” says Aaron 
Paul, who plays Jesse. “The 
characters start one way 
and morph into something 
completely different.” 

As evidence, you need 
only contrast Jesse’s junkie 
stage with now. 


Now Jesse is clean, in de¬ 
spair and at loose ends. 

How long can he fight 
the temptation of renewed 
self-destruction? 

And can Walt convince 
himself that he has the 
money he needs for his 
family and can walk away 
from the business? 

No point trying to pre¬ 
dict. Breaking Bad remains 
shocking, tragic and alto¬ 
gether unpredictable from 
the first images of the sea¬ 
son opener. 

It’s also bitterly funny. 

“You laugh at things you 
absolutely shouldn’t be 
laughing at,” notes Paul. 

The part seems to fit 
Paul like a glove — at least, 
until you catch him on Big 
Love, the HBO drama se¬ 
ries about a polygamous 
family where he plays the 
straight-arrow newlywed 


of Amanda Seyfried’s char¬ 
acter. He is almost unrec¬ 
ognizable from one show 
to the other. 

The 30-year-old actor 
grew up in Boise, Idaho, the 
son of a Baptist minister. 
Experience in school plays 
hooked him on acting. He 
set off at 17 for Hollywood 
with his parents’ blessing. 

“Typical story,” he says. 
“Pack the car fiill of stuff, 
but anytime it rained, my 
trunk would fill up with 
water. And the 3rd and 5th 
gears wouldn’t work.” 

He landed guest roles on 
TV series. In features, he 
played Jeff Bridges’ es¬ 
tranged son in K-PAX and 
Tom Cruise’s brother-in- 
law in Mission Impossible 
III. Then, after Big Love, 
came Breaking Bad. 

He remembers first read¬ 
ing the pilot script, which 
he sized up as brilliant 
while concluding it was so 
bizarre and groundbreak¬ 
ing, “there is no way this is 
going to be picked up. But I 
decided to just go for it 
anyway.” the associated press
